Q. REGARDING ' PROMPT WITHDRAWAL" BY ISRAELIS. HOW ABOUT 
TURKEY, SINCE IT WAS FOUND TO HAVE VIOLATED U.S. LAW ... 

DOES A VIOLATION REGARDING CYPRUS CONTINUE TO OCCUR NOW? 

A. TURKEY WAS THE SUBJECT OF SPECIAL LEGISLATION ENACTED 
AFTER ITS MILITARY INTERVENTION ON CYPRUS, BUT BEFORE THE 
ENACTMENT OF THE PRESENT ARMS EXPORT CONTROL ACT. THAT 
SPECIFIC LEGISLATION CONTINUES TO RESTRICT U.S. ARMS 
TRANSFERS TO TURKEY. THE ADMINISTRATION IS ASKING CONGRESS 
TO REPEAL THE EMBARGO LEGISLATION APPLICABLE TO TURKEY 
BECAUSE THE CONTINUATION OF THE EMBARGO WILL NOT CONTRI- 
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BUTE TO A LASTING NEGOTIATED RESOLUTION OF THE CYPRUS
